I really think mother is 
coming to see why I don’t write more than I do, and of course dad 
is coming to see everything. Am doing all the washing myself now 
and am afraid to get behind with it at all, and this last week I got 
awfully behind with the ironing, worse than ever before, in spite <f 
the fact that I had been home all day long the week before with the 
boy when he had the chicken pox. It may have kept him at home, but 
it helped me get some work done. Now Miss Mary developed a good 
thick case early monday morning and has been getting more speckled 
all the time until today and she is now beginning to clear up some. 

I haven’t gotten much work done with her around, even if I have" 
stayed home all the time, as she needs more petting. She has been 
a perfect angel about it, though, and hasn’t scratched herself a bit 
I think she must know that it would mar her beauty. By snatching a 
minute here and there in the evenings I had her an Easter gown to 
wear which befitted her daintiness, and you should have seen her 
strut when she was dressed up, but she had to keep on her coat all 
the time she was out and couldn’t show it off then, but later on xda 
when it gets good and warm she can prance and pose to her full heart 
satisfaction. Some of these days I shall think to get some films 
and take some pictures of both of them. 

Have been feeling a good bit better recently, but must 
confess that last week was mighty strenuous and came pretty near 
•♦getting all our goats", but am almost rested now. I must say that 
Kirby made a mistake when he said I felt better than I had since 
Kirby was born, but I do feel better than I have since I hit this 
burg. Last month was the Second time I went a full month instead 
of three weeks for my period since Mary came. Naturally I would feel 
better. Am on my second bottle of Lydia E Pinkhams Vegetable Com¬ 
pound and am going to keep on taking it until I get normal again. 

I am nothing like as stout as I was before I was married, but am 
filling out right along now, especially in the face. 
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If Perry lands at New York, it would be dandy for you 
to come up and meet him as he would hardly be discharged for a 
week or two after arrival. Then you could get a chance to see 
something of the "Marvels of the Universe" and have company home. 

I am just hoping and trusting that nothihg will happen to keep 
mother and dad away because if somebody don't come I won't get 
to see the sights myself and I would hate to go away from here a 
second time without seeing anything. 

I suppose you will be adopting Ben's family before long. 
I do wish that my family could adopt the farm. I almost envy the 
youngsters that have a farm to roam over instead of being cooped 
up in a flat. I think My girl would run teerself to death if she 
ever got turned loose on the farm and I would hate to have to do 
the washing for her, because she would be sure to fall head first 
into all the sour pig feed and it v/ould take a ten foot fence to 
keep her out of the tank. I can hardly keep her out of the wash- 
tuba when I wash. I even believe she would climb over the wire 
fence, but I don’t say how she would land on the other side, as 
she is reckless beyond conception. I almost forgot about the slop 
pails, but she might leave them alone if she could see any milk on 
the table or shelf, because she would much rather climb after milk 
and I won't even dare to guews what would become of the milk. At 
least part of it would make an effort to get down the little red 
lan A. 


I am in hopeB that mother will stay a while after dad 
goes home so she can take care of the youngsters for me while I get 
some sewing done, because I don't see any use in having a lot of 
material stacked up if one can't get a chance to sew it together 
and wear it. 

I would like to be behind the door when you get Perry's 
letter and I might say that it would be one time I would rejoice 
to see you have a real good cry and then get up and begin to primp 
and curl up for the homecoming of the Prodigal, for he will probaby 
have the Prodigal’s appetite for some good old farm cooking and 
milk and eggs. 

I hope Mr. Murry can worry along with the work until 
Perry gets there to take it up. I know they will both be glad to 
get on the job together this time.

All the reports that I hear from Drake these days 
are favorable.

Dear Mr. Eddy: 

Your letter of March 29th -from Bareilly, and also 
your report letters, have been highly appreciated. 1 am 
sure that you are being greatly blessed in your efforts. 

I only wish that it were possible for me to be in two plaoes 
at the same time and to be with you now. 

I have done little more than mark time since 1 came 
from the hospital. 1 have been preaching since the first of 
January but have not regained my vitality and energy as yet. 

X am able to be about but am easily tired and have little 
endurance. However, I am gradually getting stronger and ex- 
pext to resume my work in Columbia beginning with the Summer 
Term in July. In spite of handicaps, the work of the church 
has progressed, and we have received 47 new members since 
last July. 


You will be interested to know that as an outgrowth 
of the five sermons I preached on "Something More", I have 
written a little 100 page booklet on this subject. I have 
submitted it to Fred Harris but have not received his final 
answer. If it ever sees the light of day, I will send you 
a copy. I am taking the liberty of dedicating it to you. 

I note what you say with regard to the war Zone 
Friends Club. Only one or two Qf the men thought this to 
bs worth while, so it will not materialise. Harold Gray is 
Btill in Leavenworth Prison. Max Chaplin is working with 
Dave Porter. 1 think he intends to go Peking this fall, for 
work with the Association there. 

All of us are following with intense interest the 
proceedings of the,Peace Conference. There is no doubt that 
the proposed League of Nations marks a long Btep in advance. 
President Wilson deserves great credit for his share in 
inaugurating it. It is equally evident that the League of 
Nations is not going to solve all of the problems involved, 
nor is it going to eliminate the possibility of war. After 
all, this does not seem to have been "the war to end war". 
Former Ambassador Morgenthau seems to have grounds for his 
prediction: "The manifold and conflicting demands cf all the 

nations at the conference are impossible of fulfilment. The 
nations are going to have further quarrels and dispute, and 
I believe that within fifteen or twenty years America will 
be called upon to save the world. We have got to prepare for 
a greater conflict, a greater sacrifice, a greater responsibil¬ 
ity. The younger men of America may yet have to fight." 

Italy, Japan, China, Belgium, Turkey, Austria and Germany are 
not the only nations open dissatisfied with the present 
treaty of peace. And worst of all, no sooner have we 
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annihilated German militarism by force of arms, than 
revolution and anarchy breaks out over the face of the 
earth. Keying learned how to use force of arms and violence, 
the dissast isfied masses oi the world are seeking to 
accomplish their ends by this means. 

In all of this, the believer in large armies and 
navies sees a vindication of his position and urges with 
new emphasis and power the need oi building up larger military 
and naval forces. This propaganda is now going on in all 
nations. 


And yet, strange to say, we who believe there is 
a better and more practicable way out then by violence and 
bloodshed, also see in the present upheaval of the world a 
vindication of our position. It seems to me personally 
that there is a great need than ever for the so-call d 
pacifist message, with which statement you, of course, will 
emphatically disagree. I am still working on"-he Sword 
or the Cross" and expeot to submit it to a publisher v<ithin 
a few weeks. There is considerable doubt, however, as to 
whether it will be accepted. 

This is a great day in which to be alive and to 
hold convictions. I can never be sufficiently grateful to 
you personally for the great contribution you have made to 
my life and for the privilege of being associated with you 
those months.

I don't know whether the Board can loan money to the 
Disciples Missionary Union.

I fall to see how the American Society could loan 
any money to the Church or to Disciples Missionary Union, 
beoause the American Society does not have money to loan. 

I will take your letter with me to Indianapolis and go 
over the situation with Mr. Burnham. Then I will bring the 
matter to the attention of our Board, June 3rd. I think it is 
a serious matter that you will not be willing to stay with the 
Church longer than 1933. If our Board should do this extraordi¬ 
nary thing we would expeot that you stay by the program until a 
v good part of the loan was paid off.

By way of immediately refreshing your memory, may I 
state again that the church is located on r orest Avenue, the 
main th or of are, in the midst of a pariah with natural boundarieo 
about one mile square, in which we have the only English 
speaking church. The population of the . nrish is about 
IB,660, but will- be double that number as soon as bui lding 
©..orations begin .gain. The population is pronouncedly 
American. There is a Presbyterian church in the community 
which still holds Its services in tho German language. 

The church has increased in membership from praot- 
caliy nbthing to 106 since Brother age oane, and the con¬ 
tributions have risen from .;B5 a month to a maximum of .303 
fear tho month of April, A am convinced that the : ridge wood 
Heights church. If given mho assistonce required, has the 
boot promise of becoming a permanent self-supporting and 
useful ch i oh of aiy mission we now have in Greater Hew York, 
for that latter, anywhere else 

The proposition of making possible the building of 
a basement has disadvantages which quite outweigh the advant¬ 
ages.

This will permit us to stay 
in Houston and engage in the teaching of our Bible classes as 
heretofore, only with increased effectiveness as we will have 
a full set of his maps, slides, two stereopticon outfits, etc. 
Let me sell you an outfit for your own church work and also 
l will appoint you as one of the "Eye-ographic" workers and 
show you where you can make a hundred dollars or so a month 
in addition to your other work; while so doing you can be 
developing your people spiritually and fostering pure Bible 
study.

I suppose that 
the name of the Houston work will be "The Eye-ographic Mission¬ 
ary Society" with Futterer as Founder and your brother as the 
business manager. He is negotiating with some of the Montrose 
folks to take hold of and carry on the national training school 
work. Would have a place where he could send people from all 
parts of the United States to graduate in his Bible school and 
then go out as Bible missionaries. He and his family will also 
transfer their headquarters to Houston and all of his original 
drawings, old valuable reference library, plates, etc. will be 
left in my charge. They wish to take the field and lecture 
and teach all the time. He also has a plan afoot to locate a 
mpnster Bible wor&park close to Houston and have in connection 
with this a home for widows and orphans, where they could get 
the best Bible instruction and be self-supporting at the same 
time. Other parties are expected to take this up. My work 
as being next to him would make me the necessary connecting 
link between all these different activities. And this is 
just a beginning too of what hs has in mind. He i s a genius 
and always developing and enlarging his work; just a sample 
of nis ideas. As soon as things are started and in good'order 
he plans to take a trip to Palestine and from there 3 end back 
weekly letters to be sent to all the correspondence students 
and Bible workers; he also has some excavation work in mind 
a e Orient and expects to unearth some great things. The 
_ible expositions from the land of Palestine would add much 
to the instruction otherwise provided. Now do not take all 
this too seriously, nor think it visionary, nor as to be done 
in a few weeks, it is a life-work and enough to keep a crew 
busy for yeass should the Lord tarry. I mention only that you 
may form some idea of the possibilities before us and this is 
in strict confidence. We are planning a meeting in our home 
?t 5 a ■ e QUT classes on the night of March first, to inform 

them of my connection with Futterer, to ask them to consecrate 
their lives as missionaries and to show them that in three 
months, according to his method of instruction, they can take 
the field and be self-supporting. Faahkly, I believe that 
ha can turn out better 3ible teachers and personal workers in 
three months than the Bible Institutes can in two years. 

Norma and I think it fitting that we should celebrate our 10th 
wedding anniversary in such a manner; cutting loose from the 
business world and devoting our time to securing and preparing 
laborers for the Master's vineyard. Our past yes£i of hard 
study and varied experience i^ teaching will fit us to take 
the initiative and guide others in this vital work. Futterer 
is a firm believer in the soon coming of the Lord and says
